This morning a panic is raging here and 
conflicting counsel prevails. A movement to 
build a protection levee was started, but 
abandoned as a useless waste of labor, as 
the water will be here before it would be 
completed. 

Greenville lies in the center of a crescent, 
surrounded on two sides by the river, and is 
12 feet below the level of the embankments. 
Should the huge ridge give way here the 
loss of life and property will be frightful, 
and will rival the Johnstown disaster. 

The men along the levees are exhausted 
by long vigil, and many of them have not 
tasted food for 4 hours, and is 
almost unknown.

Henry Rosinsky, a young man well known 
in society, and a leader in Jewish circles, 
is im the Four Courts holdover awaitine 
the result of-injuries he inflicted upon 
Frank B. Phoenix, an architect, Monday 
night. 

There is much mystery surrounding the 
affair, and all persons concerned seemed 
anxious to suppress the facts; but the 
police took a hand in the matter Tuesday 
morning and Rosinsky was compelled to 
leave a comfortable bed at 4422 Lindell 
boulevard and occupy temporary quarters 
in a cell, 

At noon Tuesday after much search the 


| police finally located the wounded man, and 
‘he agreed to prosecute should he recover; 


if not the authorities will of course do so. 

Rosinsky ‘s the son by the first marriage 
of Mrs. R. Jacoby, 4422 Lindell boulevard, 
and a step-brother to Dr. Sig. Jacoby, who 
lives at the same address. These names do 
not appear in the general directory, but they 
adorn the. pages of the blue book. / 

Rosinsky, who is-about 26, dabbles in real 
estate, and has an office in the Union Trust 
Building, which he visits once in a while. 
He does not have to work, because he is 
worth an odd hundred thousand in his own 
name and his mother has quadruple that 
sum, and one of the finest residences on the 
aforementioned boulevard. 

The cutting affray referred to occurred in 
Leischman’s saloon, 919 Olive street, Mon- 
day night at 11 o’clock. The stories told by 
the principals in the affair are unique, 

Said Mr. Rosinsky: “I was so drunk last 
night that I was dead to the world. I had 
a mixture in me that would knock any one 
out. I remember being in an ive street 
saloon with some friends. We had been 
singing and began-to argue. I was gesticu- 
lating vehemently, if I remember rightly, 
and had an ink eraser in my hand. Sud- 
denly there was a great commotion. I was

Cartney had me carried here.” 

Mr. Phoenix is seriously, though not 
necessarily fatally wounded. The ink eraser 
was buried the length of the steel in the 
left side of the abdomen. He was bleed- 
ing profusely when taken to the St.

The proprietors of the St. Nicholas did 
their utmost Tuesday morning to suppress 
all facts.

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AFFCE SEEMS 
BENT ON WAR, 


FIGHT ON THE TURKISH SIDE OF 
MACEDONIA’S FRONTIER. 


SITUATION VERY CRITICAL. 


It Is Believed the Greeks Greatly Un- 
derestimate the Strength of 
the Turkish Forces. 


. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, March 39.—If the 
reports just received here from the Turkish 
headquarters at Flassona are correct, fight- 
ing has already occurred on the Turkish 
side of the frontier of Macedonia. 

It is said that the Greek leader, Alexis 
Taki, a brother of the famous chieftain of 
that name, crossed the frontier into Mace- 
donia on Sunday last, accompanied’ by 
about twenty-five of his followers. Near 
Grevena, the Greeks met and engaged an 
advance post of Turkish troops, commanded 
by a German officer. 

In the fighting which followed the Turks 
lost twelve men killed and had 20 wound- 
ed, including the German officer. The loss 
of the insurgents is not known. The lat- 
ter subsequently returned across the bor- 
der into Greek territory. 

The situation is about as critical as it can 
be, and it is difficult to see how war be- 
tween Greece and Turkey can be averted, 

Strong efforts in that direction are still 
being made, but it is rumored in diplomatic 
circles here that King George has sent a 
message to the Czar, saying that it is im- 
Possible for Greece to yield to the powers 
regarding Crete, and that it is equally fin- 
possible to recall the Greek troops from 
Thessaly in view of the excited condition of 
the public mind, It is believed that even 
the annexation of Crete would fail to sat- 
fgfy the Greeks. They are so imbued with 
the war fever that nothing short of seVere 
blood-letting will cure them. 

The Greeks, it is further believed, greatly 
underestimate the strength of the Turkish 
forces in Macedonia and Epirus. Edhem 
Pasha, the Turkish commander-in-chief, 
now has at his disposal about 150,000 fight- 
ing men and 300 Krupp guns. He also has 
an ample supply of ammunition, a fair 
commissary, and his médical staff and hos- 
pital corps are in satisfactory condition. 
All the strategic points on the frontier are 
occupied, defended by newly thrown up 
earthworks and other defenses, and the 
supplied with powerful batteries of artil- 
lery, 

To attack this line of defense it is un- 
derstood the Greeks cannot muster more 
than 6,000 men, mostly irregulars, al- 
though some estimates here have it that 
the Greeks may be able to muster 80,000 
men in all, counting the hastily armed 
peasantry and the rew recruits and rough 


reserves which they have been pushing to-° 


wards the frontier for a month past. 

This force is known to be weak in cavalry 
and especially so in artillery, in which arms 
the Turks are overwhelmingly strong. It 
is true that the Greeks are animated by a 
warlike spirit and a degree of enthusiasm 
rarely before witnessed, but warlike enthu- 
eiasm cannot prevail against big battal- 
lions and heavy and numerous batteries and 
artillery. Thus it is that the Turkish au- 
thorities are calmly awaiting the outbreak 
of war, if war is to come, confident that 
every step possible has been taken to meet 
the emergency. 


CANEA, March 30.—A mixed detachment 
of’ French, Italians, Russians and Turks. 
under command of a French captain, has 
occupied the fortress of Butsunaria, which 
protects the spring supplying Canea with 
water, the insurgents having attempted to 
cut off the water supply.

NO FRIENDS OF THE FARMER. 


Democrats Expose the Fallacies of the 
Agricultural Schedule of the 
Dingley Bill.

Laconia 
Circle is about 1 miles below Memphis, 
and the levee at that point protects some 
of the best plantations in the State. 


ARKANSAS CITY, Ark., March 30.—It 
has so far been impossible to revet the 
ends of the break in the Amos Bayou ex- 
tension levee. The soil is of such a loose, | 
sandy character’ that the revetments at- 
tempted so far have not held. The break is 
tweive miles fromthe nearest point on the 
river, and sacks and other materials are 
ot to the break with the greatest difficulty. 
he break serves as an outlet for the water 
coming through the breaks below Helena. 
That water pourin into White River 
Sweeps down through the cut-off into the 
Arkansas River, thence past the foot of the 
Government levee until ¢t strikes the Cy- 
press Creek and Amos Bayou levees at al- 
most right angles, when, if these levees 
hold, it is deflected into the Mississippi 
River again, coming out at mouth of & - 
press Creek. The water from this break is 
filling the lowlands back of Arkansas City 
rapidly, and fears are entertained that the 
town will be overflowed from it in another 
week.

It depends on 
how long the river remains at its present 
Stage or higher.. A fall of two feet would 
stop the greater part of the inflow. 
MEMPHIS, Tenn., March 30.—A special to 
the Commercial-Appeal from Gunnison, 
Miss., says: The levee broke at Sledge 
plantation, near Concordia Landing, three 
miles north of Gunnison. The crevasse is 
about 300 feet wide, and the levee, being 
made of sand, will cave and cut very fast.

8 committed the famous Home Brewery 
robbery, is on trial in Judge Zachritz’ court, 
On motion of-his attorneys, Martin & Bass, 
he was granted a severance and went to 
trial by himself. The cases of Joseph Fine, 
alias McLaughlin, and Willfam Wolf will be 
tried later. 

The State oacupied the time unt!] noon 
Tuesday with the introduction of evidence. 
With the direct testimony of Robert Hoffer- 
kamp, the cashier, and Matthew Kredell, 
the clerk, who were in charge of the brew- 


ery office at the time of the robbery, the 
testimony of Ella James, with whom the 
men boarded, and the confessions they made 
to Chief of Detectives Desmond, the State 
was enabled to present a strong case. 

Hofferkamp and Kredell when put on the 
stand identified Stanley as one of the men 
who committed the robbery. True entered 
the office and asked to look at the city di- 
rectory. While Kredell was getting the 
book, Stanley and Wolf entered the office 
and went behind the ralling. Stanley put a 
revolver to Hofferkamp’s head and com- 
manded him to hold his hands up. When 
Kredell entered with the directory he was 
given a similar reception. Then both men 
men were bound hand and foot and were 
told if they made an outcry they would be 
killed. Both witnesses saw the robbers go 
to the cash drawer, open it and take out 
the contents, $1,800, and leave. As the rob- 
bers left they told Hofferkamp and Kredell 
if they gave an alarm they would return 
and kill them. 

Mrs. Etta James of 810 North Seventeenth 
street, who has received the credit of turn- 
ing the men up to the police, testified that 
True boarded at her place. She had formerly 
lived with him in Chicago. Wolf and Stan- 
ley frequently visited her house to see True. 
On the afternoon of the robbery Wolf called 
and asked for True and Stanley. He was 
much agitated. When True and Stanley 
came they proceeded to True’s room, where 
they danced around wit joy. Mrs. James 
was in the room and she heard Stanley 
say: “‘We will not get hungry now. We 
have plenty of money.” Then the witness 
said she saw the men divide the. money 
and discuss the robbery. Each of the men 
gave her $2. 

Detectives Walsh and Tracy, who arrest- 
ed the men, testified as to the arrest in 
East St. Louls on Jan. 6. They had infor- 
mation that the men were there. They 
described how they arrested them and 
locked them up in the police station there 
and then transferred them to a patrol 
wagon in the middle of the Eads Bridge 
and brought them to the Four Courts. 
The detectives were present in the chief's 
office when the statements of the prisoners 
were taken. The men confessed to the 
details of the crime, which were practically 
as related by Hofferkamp, Kredell an 
Mrs. James. 

Chief Desmond testified to the confes- 
sions of the men, which were made in his 
office in his presence. 

When Circuit Attorney Eggers offered 
the written confession of Stanley as evi- 
dence the State's case was given a set- 
back. Counsel for the defense objected on 
the ground that the confession was ex- 
torted and that inducements were offered. 
The jury was sent from the room and Judge 
Zachritz read a portion of the confession. 
When he came to a remark by Chief Har- 
rigan telling Stanley that he could save 
himself by telling all about it; that the jig 
was up, and Stanley might as well con- 
fess, the court said it was plain there 
was an inducement held out and the con- 
fession could not go to the ae. 

The court then ordered the jury back 
and gave instructions that all the testimony 
of Chief Desmond and his men regarding 
the confession should be not conidered. 

No testimony was offered by the defense, 
and the afternoon was devoted to the argu- 
ments of attorneys for both sides.

SOME HOSPITALS BOLT THE MED. 
ICAL SOCIETY’S DICTUM. 


DR. G. F. HULBERT’S POSITION. 


He Says the Woman’s Hospital Will 
Not Give Up Its Present Plan 
of Operations. 


—- =, 


The efforts of the Medical Society to 
knock the spots out of the 30 cent hospital 
ticket associations have only partially suc- 
ceeded, even in so far as the society’s own 
members are concerned. What effect, if 
any, they will have on the ultimate status 
of the associations remains to be seen, as 
the fight has not developed far enough yet 
for any conclusions to be drawn. 

Saturday night a committee of the so- 
ciety hopped on to the innovation with both 


feet, convicted those hospitals with having 
dealings with the associations, and demand- 
ed that they quit it or else those doctors 
connected with the guilty institutions would 
have to get out of the society. This report 
was adopted without a dissenting voice. 

The three hospitals upon whose heads 
this censure fell were the Woman’s Medi- 
cal College and Hospital, Sixteenth and Pine 
Streets; the Merchants’ and Manufactur- 
ers’ Hospital, Ninth street and Chouteau 
avenue, and the St. Louis Baptist Hospital, 
Garrison and Franklin avenues. Of these 
the Baptist Hospital bows tothe will’ of 
the medical society, and the physicians in 
the staff of the Merchants’ and Manufac- 
turers’ appear to do so, but the Woman's 
Hospital rears squarely back on its dig- 
nity and refuses to budge an inch. 

Judging from the remarks of Dr. Geo 
F’. Hulbert, the president, they are ready 
for a show-down at any time, but they are 
not looking for trouble. Dr. Hulbert said 
Tuesday morning that they would simply 
ignore the action of the medical society, 
a oe then proceeded to give his reasons 
or it. 

“The report of the committee,”’ he ex- 
plained, ‘“‘was so manifestly unfair, unjust 
and inaccurate—a fulmination of ignorance 
and prejudice—that we shall pay no atten- 
tion to it. What the motive was behind the 
attack upon us I do not know, but there 
certainly was bias shown in the findings. 
Other hospitals which have been guilty of 
receiving patients on the contract basis 
were exonerated while we were attacked. 

a want to deny positively that the 
Woman's Hospital had anything to do with 
these 50-cent hospital associations 
where the middlemen have a chance to get 
the money that it Is alleged should come 
to practitioners. 

“In June, 189%, the Woman's Hospital 

mapped out a plan for a Woman's os- 
pital auxiliary. Its management was 
placed in the hands of a large number of 
the most prominent ladies in st. Louis 
and they completed the organization. They 
are now in charge of it. 
“The object of the auxiliary is philan- 
thropic and not charitable. It aims to put 
at the disposal of working women means 
for being cared for when requiring atten- 
tion for mental or physical disability. 

“We have three classes of members. 
Women making under $30 a month are taxed 
50 cents a month; between $30 and $40, 75 
cents; between $40 and $50, $1. Those making 
more than $8 are not admissible. 

“The need of this kind of an association— 
one which would make those working wom- 
en independent—has been testified to by al- 
most ail of the leading business houses in 
the city. The indorsements were obtained 
in each case after a careful investigation 
by the firms. 

‘The auxiliary is different from the other 
ticket associations in several respectr. 
First,«it admits a women breadwinhiers 
earning $50 or less. It is placed in the hands 
of ladies prompted by no self interest. It 
is not run for the profit of the memberr, 
and is in no sense a money making scheme. 
After a six months’ existence its member- 
ship is but fifty. This shows how careful 
the discrimination has been. 

“The field is perfectly legitimate. The 
institution has the right to exercise the 
principles of philanthropy, and will con- 
tinue to do so. If the medical society 
thinks it can afford to fulminate against 
such work-it is welcome to do it. 

“I am opposed to the © cent hospital 
ticket associations as they are now being 
run. .They will have their work to perform 
in the future, but more discrimination 
should be used. Only those should be ad- 
mitted to membership who cannot afford 
medical treatment unless in this manner.” 

“What will you do if the medical society 
tries to force you to resign one place or the 
other?’ 

“I do not care to discuss that now. It 
would be like waving a red flag before a 
bull. I don’t believe In crossing a bridge 
until I come to it, but you can say that 
Il have determined just what I shail do.” 

The Woman's Hospital has no regular 
staff of physicians. 

When Dr. C. C. Morris of the Baptist 
Hospital was seen he was ina very equable 
frame of mind. 

“We shall simply sever our contract with 
the hospital association,”” he said. “We 
took their patients and were paid

A CURRENCY “REFORM.”’ 

What Congressman Walker, the Chair-, 
man of “the House 7 Banking and 
Currency Committee, is proposing, in the 
two bills he has just introduced in the 
House, is to authorize National Banks 
to issue their notes &s money, without the 
Government as security for their redemp- 
tion. In other words Congressman 
Walker proposes that National Banks 


shall have power to issue money without ' gill postoffice appointment may be highly 


depositing any Government bonds with 
the United States Treasurer. 

He proposes to make the banks security 
for their own circulation. The reserve of 
any bank is to be equal to its circulation, 
is to be in specie, and at least one-half 
of it in gold. 

The conferring of the power on banks 
to issue money on their own security was 
found, in the case of the State Banks of 
ante-bellum days, to be a very dangerous 
plan. But doubtess there are scores of 
Mr. Walker’s Massachusetts constituents 
loaded up with money they would like 
to invest in such enterprises. 

While Mr. Walker does not propose to 
create a public debt as a basis of bank 
circulation, he proposes to create such a 
debt for retiring the greenbacks, treas- 
ury notes and silver certificates in order 
to make room for the addaitfonal bank 
notes. His bill proposes to issue $750,- 
000,000 in Government bonds to bear*2%& 
per cent interest to raise money for the 
cancellation of all the paper notes for 
which the Government is now fre- 
sponsible, and to substitute for them 
other notes for which private banking 
corporations are to become responsible. 

In other words, Mr. Walker is proposing 
that the people shall pay a billion dolfirs 
or more in principal and interest for the 
privilege of swapping good money with 
perfect security for money with se- 
curity of a very doubtful character. 

It is an evidence of how the moneyed 
interests estimate public intelligence that 
the Chairman of the House Banking and 
Currency Committee should dare intro- 
duce a@ measure so subversive of every 
principle of good finance and so bold in 
sacrificing public rights and interests to 
private greed.

The Cuban General May Be Tried by a 
Drum-Head Court-Martial 
and Shot. 


LONDON, March 30.—A dispatch received 
here from Havana, in reporting the capture 
of Gen. Ruis Rivera, the insurgent leader, 
and his chief of staff, says that both of the 
prisoners will be tried by a drumhead court- 
martial, which means that they will cer- 
tainly be shot. 


NEW YORK, March 3.—Members of the 
Cuban Junta in New York are loath to be- 


lieve that Rivera has been captured. A 
member of the Junta said: 

“The dispatches from Havana read to me 
like Weyler bulletins.

WHY HE WON’T WITHDRAW. 


“PRINCIPLE {1S INVOLVED.” 


Independent Candidate for Mayor 
Claims That He Is Actuated 
by Lofty Motives. 


“Yes, sir; IL shall run for Mayor of 8t. 
Louls on a ticket nominated by electors,” 
sald Lee Meriwether to a Post-Dispatch 
man. 

One hour ‘before Mr. Meriwether was 
standing in the Court of Appeals and heard 
the decision that the action of the Board 
of Election Commissioners could not be 
reviewed and, therefore, the Harrison tick- 
et would go on the ballot as the regular 
Democratic ticket. ! 

“Yes,” he continued, “the Devoy gang 
will call me a ‘bolter,’ but that word has 


no terrors for me, nor for my friends. Of 
course, the court’s decision gives the De- 
voyites the opportunity to whip some Dem- 
ocrats into line for the Harrison ticket on 
the score of its regularity. But I do not 
care for that. 

“The Devoyites are pie hunters. They are 
supporting Harrison not because they love 
him, but because they hope to obtain rich 
spoils if he should be elected. Well, I shall 
run, and I will make it impossible for these

Before the Election Board decided that 
the Harrison ticket was regular, Judge Hen- 
ry L. Edmunds withdrew as candidate for 
President of the City Council frem the 
Meriwether ticket; Henry J. Spaunhorst 
withdrew as candidate for Auditor; L. F. 
Hammer, Jr., for Inspector of Weights and 
Measures; Thomas J. Bradshaw for City 
Marshal. 

After the Court knocked out the Meril- 
wether ticket’s claim to regularity Monday 
the following withdrew: 

Patrick R. Fitzgibbon, candidate for City 
Register; F. F. Espenschied, candidate for 
Treasurer; Capt. Joe Brown, candidate for 
Collector, and C. F. Kelly and Df®-Heine 
Marks, for City Council. j 

“T believe Meriwether is in the right,” 
said Patrick R. Fitzgibbon, ‘‘but the Court 
has now decided that his ticket is not reg- 
ular and I can’t stay with him any longer. 
I am a Democrat, first, last and all the 
time, and I have always stood for regular- 
ity and will have to stand for it now.’ 

Sept Joe Brown is on the Harrison ticket 
for Comptroller. He was also on the Mer- 
riwether ticket for Collector. The venera- 
ble Captain refused to notify the Election 
Board as to which ticket he wonld remain 
on until after the mandamus case was de- 
cided. As soon as the Meriwether ticket 
was knocked out by the Court the Captain 
lost no time in withdrawing from it and 
also in notifying the Election Board of that 
fact and of his decision to remain on the 
Harrison ticket. 

The entire Social-Labor ticket was 
knocked out by the Board of Election Com- 
missioners, on the ground that it was pre- 
sented in irregular form. The ticket was 
certified to by the managers of that party, 
which maintains a permanent oeniee 
tion. But this party fell short of polling the 
percentage of the total vote at the election 
to place it in the legal category as a rty, 
and its ticket can only go on the ballot as 
nominated by electors. As no electoral Re 
tition of 1, names was presented, the 
Social-Labor ticket was knocked out.

A BIT WORRIED, 


HAS HIS BRIDE AND THINES HB 
DID RIGHT. 


THEY ARE EXCOMMUNICATED. 


Archbishop Kain Doesn’t Think There 
Will Be an Appeal, But Mr. 
Reedy Says There Will. 


William Marion Reedy and Miss Lallite 
K. Bauduy were married Monday evening at 
the Church of the Messiah by Rev. John 
Snyder. The marriage took place without 
the knowledge or consent of the young 
lady’s parents, and in the face of the find- 
ing of the Matrimonial Court of the Catho- 
lic Church, which had declared that it 
could not be done. 

Mr. and Mrs. Reedy are not recognized 
by the church as husband and wife, and all 
who .participated in the ceremony have by 
so doing excommunicated themselves with- 
out necessitating any formal declaration of 
the fact by the church. 

The decree of the church, however, is not 
final. The case, which is important in ec- 


clesiastical law, will be carried to the next 
court of appeals, then, if necessary, to 
me. 

The ovoint at issue is whether the church 
will recognize Mr. Reedy’s divorce from his 
first wife, who is still living, and to whom 
he was married before he had attained his 
full mental maturity. From a moral stand- 

int there is every reason why he should 

separated from his first wife, but from a 
church standpoint he cannot marry again 
while she lives. 

An appeal for a dispensation was made 
to the Matrimonial Court in this archdio- 
cese, presided over by Vicar General Muehi- 
siepen. The case was presented fully and 
argued at some length. 

The decision of the court was that the 
church recognized the first marriage and 
could not sanction another. 

Upon the decision of, the court Dr. and 
Mrs. J. K. Bauduy, the: parents of Miss 
Lallite, refused to give their consent to the 
marriage, and so matters rested for a time. 

Mr. Reedy, who is no longer a professi 
Catholic, concluded that he had deferre 
sufficiently to the wishes of the young lady’s 
ape ape and took matters into his own 
ands and got married. 

He is staying at the Planter’s Hotel with 
his young bride, and has no regrets. Tues- 
day morning he wore a satisfied and happy 
air. “I considered,” said he, ‘“‘that I had 
deferred sufficiently to the; wishes of Dr. 
Bauduy and his wife in the matter and de- 
cided that our own happiness came in for 
a share of consideration. The step was 
taken with a full knowledge of what it in- 
volved. My position in regard to the church 
you well know. I was actuated in my con- 
duct before the ecclesiastical court purely 
by consideration for the feelings of the 
young lady’s parents.”’ 

Mr. Reedy conveyed the impression very 
clearly that the case would be appealed 
first to Archbishop Feehan and then, if 
necessary, to Rome. 

‘‘The ecclesiastical code in these matters 
is very perplexing,” said the young editor. 
“One precedent prevails here and another 
in the next diocese. It is a most beauti- 
fully complex affair and defies solution. 

“What the attitude of Dr. Bauduy and 
his wife will be hereafter I do not Know. 
The church court says we are not married, 
but the hotel register over there says we 
are, and that is about the situation.” 

Archbishop Kain was seen at the arch- 
episcopal residence on Lindell boulevard. 
In reply to a question the archbishop said: 

‘There is no occasion for a formal dec- 
laration on the part of the church. The 

arties to the marriage excommunicated 

hemselves, ipse facto, and that is all there 

is 4o it... The church, in the light of the 
ruling of the ecclesiastical court simply 
does not recognize the marriage.’ 

‘What course is open to Mr. Reedy in the 
event he desires to appeal?’ was asked. 

“He can appeal to the neighboring arch- 
episcopal diocese or to Rome, as the cir- 
cumstances may indicate as most advisable. 
The last court is, of course, the matrimonial 
court at Rome.”’ 

“Would a reversal of the decision of the 
court here be retroactive, or would another 
marriage be necessary?’ 

“They have never been married, accord- 
ing to the rites of the church.” 

he a expressed the opinion that 
Mr. Reedy would not pursue the case any 
further and would drop proceedings. 

Dr. J. K. Bauduy takes the affair very 
calmly and tays particular stress upon the 
fact that the marriage took place without 
the knowledge or consent of the parents 
of the young lady. 

“Two words express my position in the 
matter,”’ said Dr. Bauduy. “This step was 
taken without the knowledge or consent of 
myself or Mrs. Bauduy. e had refused 
our consent, and would not have given it 
in opposition to the ruling of the court.”’ 

“What will be your attitude toward the 
young couple?” ' 

“That is a point I must decline to discuss. 
Subsequent developments must show that 
for themselves. This is a very serious mat- 
ter which I do not feel like discussing in 
public. You must consider that a father 
cannot discuss these matters with a stran- 
ger.’’ 

Dr. Bauduy would not say whether he 
viewed the ceremony as performed by Dr. 
Snyder as a marriage. He simply reiterated 
the statement that what had been done was 
done without his knowledge or consent. 

Mr. and Mrs. Reedy will make their home 
at the Planters’ for a time, and then take 
up their residence in a home of their own. 

Mr. Reedy said: ‘‘We will not leave the 
city on a trip as I have my paper to get 
out every week and have to attend to it 
personally.”

A Landlord Without Mercy to Be Pros-

Landlord John J. Markleske’s attempt to 
oust Mrs. Annie Petrowski from her room 
at 1019 North Twelfth street Monday after- 
noon by removing the window will bring 
him before Judge Stevenson Wednesday on 
a charge of disturbing the peace.

She told an affecting story of Markleske’s 
persecution and her efforts to earn the 
money to pay him the $8 rent. Last Tues- 


day her husband left for the country in 
search of employment, but has not sent 
home any money. With the six-months’ old 
child Mrs. Petrowski has been sorely handi- 
capped in her endeavors to earn a few pen- 
nies to buy food. Last week for two days 
she did not touch a morsel, but neighbors 
learned of her destitution and sent what 
could be spared from their meager sup- 
plies. The landlord came in Monday and 
demanded either his money or the key to 


.the small room. The woman pleaded with 


him for a few weeks’ time until she would 
be strong enough to go out in search of 
work. 

Her appeal seemed to enragé Markleske. 
She says he cursed her roughly and or- 
dered his son to remove the window. 

“If you don’t pay me to-morrow,” he 
said, ‘‘the door will come off, and then 
you and the brat can stay here as long as 
you please.”’ 

He then left and entered a rear room, 
occupied by William Anderson—an invalid 
since Oct. and his wife and three small 
children. They owe rent for four months 
and two weeks, but have been tenants for 
five years.

The sick man started to beg for a little 
time, but was interrupted by Markleske. 

“Pay me to-morrow or out go your win- 
dows and door. 1 am going to get rid of all 
dead beats.”’ 

His son Theodore accompanied him, and 
when the two reached the sidewalk they 
talked the matter over. The son in a few 
minutes returned the window to Mrs. Pe- 
trowski’s apartment, but carried off the 
shutters. he glass in the lower window 
was broken, and through the opening the 
wind and,rain beat all Monday night upon 
the lonely "woman, who was huddled behind 
a fireleas stove, her babe wrapped in an old 
shawl. 

Tuesday morning, shortly after 7 o’clock, 
Theodore Markleske returned with the 
shutters. He replaced them with the warn- 
ing that more serious measures would be 
ateotes if the $8 was not forthcoming that

When Markleske was seen at his home, 
1111 North Eleventh street, he was in a high 
rage and bitterly denounced his tenant as 
one devoid of gratitude or honor. He said 
he would have her and the Andersons put 
out immediately bY a constable.
